“By section one the Constitufion 
guarantees all men the right of en- 
joying and defending life and liberty; 
acquiring, possessing and protecting 
property. The word men includes 
women, foreigners and all races of 
men. The guarantee at all times since 
1849 was sufficient in itself to pre- 
vent slavery in California, even if the 
persons had been brought from the 
most foreign places. If only citizens 
or those eligible thereto were meant, 
then others are not guaranteed the

MEANING OF GUARANTEE. 


“When this guarantee was first 
made in 1849 the inhabitants of Cali- 
fornia had in the main come from 
every part of the world. The spirit 
of fraternalism was universal. They 
all came together to seek happiness 
mainly by the acquisition and use of 
property. They especially inserted 
this guarantee as to property, for it 
had not assumed that form in edst- 
ern constitutions. They meant just 
what they said and applied the doc- 
trine in universal practice. The guar- 
antee has never been repealed or 
negatived as to the Japanese or their 
race. No decision has ever restricted 
the meaning of the words ‘all men.’ 

The case of Walther versus Rabolt 
construed Section Two—not Section 
One—and merely held that an alien 
could not vote or hold office. 

LAW WOULD BE VOID. 


“I referred to the bill which passed 
the Assembly, which permits Jap- 
anese to acquire property and then 
forfeits it because the owner does not 
do an impossible act.

FIRST UNITED BRETHREN. 


ENTHUSIASM 18 NEEDED TO ENLIVEN 
THE CHURCH AND MAKE IT 
A POWER. 


Dr. John Albert Eby preached‘ yes- 
terday on “Religions Enthusiasm,” at 
the First United Brethren Church, 


which the risen Christ speaks from 
His new position of authority, to the 
members of the church at Laodicea, 
chiding them for a self-satisfied and 
complacent relfgious. life. He said 
in part: ° 

“Every kind of enthusiasm is popu- 
lar these days except religious enthu- 
siasm. Political enthusiasm is the 
mark of the genuine patriot, commer- 
clal earnestness is regarded cs an ab- 
solute necessity. Enthusiasm in so- 
cial affairs, in our studies ani in our 
amusements, is popular, but religious 
enthusiasm is rejected as being ir- 
reverent and unbecoming. We are ex- 
pected to be enthusiastic all the week, 
but Sunday enthusiasm, when the 
church and religion claim the domi- 
nance in our life, must be orderly 
and dignified to a fault. And that is 
the temptation and deceit of the devil. 
There is no demon that has so easy 
a time as the one who visits the par- 
tially-dead church. Jesus seems to 
prefer a dead church to one with a 
straggling and ineffective life. Either 
excessive cold or intense heat are 
the best preservatives. Moderate heat 
will cause decay and disintegration. 

“He had nothing but words of re- 
buke for this one of the seven 
churches. It was the largest and the 
richest and no doubt had the best 
equipment for doing the Lord's work, 
but the boiler lacked steam end the 
wires lacked power and all their 
riches and their high -standing went 
for nothing. A church without the 
holy enthusiasm of divine power is 
the worst icehouse in the world. 

“A holy religious enthusiasm is 
greater than wealth. And „et how 
much the church needs money to 
prosecute its work. But a chufch 
with little money and plenty of power 
will accomplish a hundred times as 
much as one with an overflowing 
treasury and a tepid spiritual tem- 
perature. Napoleon was right when 
he said to his soldiers, “Thunderbolts 
are greater than cannon.” When his 
men asked what he meant by thun- 
derbolts, he said, ‘Karnestness and en- 
thusiagm are the thunderbolts that 
will defeat our enemies.“ 

“I met a beggar the other cay who 
was many times more dead in earnest 
in plying his trade than any com- 
pany of Christians whom I have met 
lately. Even the very beggars shame 
us for devotion to the big task of 
setting this world wn fire for God and 
His kingdom. The banker, the car- 
penter. the farmer. the merchant 
and all their kind must grow hot in 
their devotion to their work, but the 
Christian must be quiet and reserved 
and m in any expression of re- 
ligious life. It is bosh. 

“A lukewarm church will rot have 
the riches of a grea‘ spiritual harvest. 
It may have gold ard popularity, but 
its heart will be as heavy as its gold. 
There is no doubt but that the great 
lack of our religion today is heart 
and heat. Nothing else will save men. 
Nothing else will attract men. Set 
the churches on fire for Jesus Christ 
and the crowds will come to see the 
fire. Masses like fires whether ma- 
terial or spiritual.”

REV. RUSSELL F. THRAPP. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
THE NAMES OF GOD'S HEROES ARE 
THOSE HEROES OF THE 
FAITH. 
inaptly, the Westminster Abbey of the 

Rev. Russell F. Thrapp, pastor of 
the First Christian Church, preached 
yesterday morning on the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews. He said in part: 

“This chapter has been called, not 
Bible, where are recorded ths names 
of God’s heroes—the heroes of faith. 
Their names are recorded here, not 
because they were statesmen, or war- 
riors, or poets, or artists, or orator?, 
or men of superior intellect or genius. 
but because, unlike the great mass of 
the people of their times, they adopt- 
ed a course of life or performed deeds 
of heroism, under the influence of 
faith in the invisible God. 

“Their lives and conduct were in- 
fluenced by the belief that ‘God is, 
and that He is a rewarder of them 
that seek after Him.’ Other men 
asked, What is popular? What will 
bring me ease, honor, gain, present 
pleasure? These men asked, What is 
right? What does God require at my 
hands? What course will be well- 
pleasing to Him? When this was de- 
cided, they went forward though their 
course brought them poverty,’ ridi- 
cule, persecution, death. And God 
caused their names to be written in 
His roll of honor. 

“There heroes of faith did not live 
to see the realization of their hopes. 
They died before the dawn which 
they, by faith, knew was coming. 
They did not receive the promises 
that had cheered them in their lone- 
Hiness, and in their struggles, but they 
saw them ‘and greeted them from 
afar. What a blessed thing is faith 
that enables its possessors to come 
so close to God as to catch something 
of His prevision?, and to know what 
is coming in the future: 

“These seers of spiritual things 
knew that God was going to make a 
fresh disclosure of His character and 
His will and establish His reign upon 
earth with new and larger manifesta- 
1 tions of His grace 6nd power. 

“Many a bold reformer, since their 
day, led by faith to oppose the evils 
of his time, and seek to bring in a 
better day for the church, has had 
to die before seeing of the travail of 
his soul. But these men, like their 
ancient prototypes, have greeted the 
promises from afar, and died in the 
full faith that the evils which they 
have sought to overthrow will be 
overthrown some time. 

“What of our lives today? Are we 
walking by faith? The lives that we 
are living in thé flesh—are they lived 
by faith in the Son of God? Are we 
influenced in our conduct more by the 
nvisible than by the visible world? 
‘Ig there any Christian heroism in our 
lives that will prove an inspiration to 
those who come after us?“

It wouldn't have taken two 
grains of sense to know what the re- 
sult would be. 4 long time ago a

ARRESTED AT A DANCE. 


United States officials are investi- 
gating charges made by the Sonora 
State authorities that the American 
army along the border has displayed 
favoritism toward the Mexican Fed- 
eral troops. It is especially alleged 
that Col. Kosterlitsky, while theo- 
retically a prisoner at Nogales, was 
permitted to recruit a considerable 
force of Mexicans, intended for the 
reinforcement of Gen“ Ojeda at Naco. 
That importance is attached to the 
charges is shown by the fact that 
United States Deputy Marshal Frank 
Taylor arrested four Mexican army of- 
ficers alleged to have been in a plot 
to lead to Ojeda’s support the Mexi- 
can soldiers of Kosterlitsky’s com- 
mand, held at Nogales under a gen- 
ral parole. Those arrested were 

eut.-Col. Eduardo Gomez, Maj. Juan 
Quexada, Capt. Jesus Ochoa, and 
lieut. Jose Samacona. Col. Miguel 
Encisco, who was chief aide of the 
rebel chief, Emilio Campa, was 
wanted; but could not be found. 
Campa is alleged to have been shot 
recently at or near Hermosillo with 
a portion of his command. The ar- 
rest was meide in somewhat dramatic 
manner while the «Mexicans were 
guests at a dance given by the officers 
of the Fifth Cavalry at Nogales. 


Quite in line with the news that 


has been received of late from Sonora 
at the local headquarters for the 
Southern Pacific lines in Mexico is 
that which told last Thursday of the 
burning of the Southern Pacific wharf 
at Guaymas. This time, however, the 
damage was not charged to disturbed 
political conditions. The fire started 
from sparks from the engine of the 
pile driver. On the wharf were half 
a dozen cars loaded with coal for 
the American warship California. Most 
of the cars with their contents 
dropped blazing into the bay.

Mrs. Maguire, in her 
Statement today, declares that among 
Maguire's methods of cruelty was 
electricity. He is recognized as a 
genius in electricity and ‘ie declares 
he at one time seized her and placed 
her in contact with the current. She 
referred specifically to his having 
burned her arm severely with a wire. 

Mrs. Maguire also says he was ex- 
tremely jealous and forbade her 
speaking to young men with whom 
she went to High School. 

Mrs. Romero will have her hearing 
in the kidnaping case at 10 o'clock 
Monday morning. 

Maguire's father now is engaged in 
the real estate business, having for- 
meriy been postmagter here. His 
mother ise prominent in social and 
club circies, being the past president 
of the Woman's Club, one of the
